I'oor Dr. Paw ! I cannotTid my. 
self of bis ini|ige," licgan the young 
sailor, bringing bis chair still closer, 
"lie Is getiinsr to bo a nightmare with 
me, OJid if he eomos to mo in siieb a 
manner, how mii-t it be with those 
mad wretches who fell upon him and 
(levoiued him? Voii may Ihink tbe 
shooting of Henry was sad enough, 
hut infinitely morn pathetic was the 
death of this poor follow. To lie there 
on bis couch and seo the hungry eyes 
of his .«lnMieer coiiiiailes ;;toatIng 
over his wa-teil form and |iraying for 
ills dcalli was enough lo drive well 
men mad. And so it drove Ibis poor 
siek doctor lo bis death. He died by 
Ills own liand lhat thestarvingdevils 
about him might ' bavo one mora 
meal. 

''The very day that Henry was eon- 
deiniied to die Surgeon I'avy look liis 
own life. The two factions, both 
elaiuoring for the death of some one 
that the others might live. With all 
his strength of character, Lieut. (Jree- 
ly was forced lo yield to the demands 
of these mad wrelclies, and with 
heavy heart issued Ihe order that 
look Henry from his living comrades 
and placed his flesh at the inorcy of 
tho men who but a few minutes be 
fbre had called him brother. This 
faction took tbe body of the doad man 
and kept guard over If In the grave- 
yard on Ihe hill. They had meiit for 
several days and they meant to guard 
with jealous watchfulness their 
graveyard dining-room. Tho otiicr 
faction down by the soa were with- 
out even a haiidfkil of shrimps. They 
keew the gravejird on tbe bill eon- 
laiiicd a l orpse, and with loud mur- 
murs of discontent declared tliatsome 
one of tlicir parly must snil'er lor the 
rest. Dr. Pavy was tho weakest of 
ihein all. About his dying couch' 
they clustered and sat for hours un 
moved, watching each brantb mid 
hoping that his death micht not In 
long delayed. The mute appeal of 
those wild, hniigry eyes, pleading for 
an early death was too much fin- biin, 
and with a last despairing eflbrt ho 
rushed down to the sea and was 
picked up dead. Almost before the 
heart had l eiiseil to heal, before Ihe 
corpse was cold, those mad men — for 
they were mad— ri. shed upon the 
hody and with thoir sailors sheath 
knives dug into tho warm Hosh. 
'I'lioy stripped long shi<od8 of flesh 
and skin from olT the liones while 
yet the muscles ijuivered with the 
life that had jnst j,'oiie mil. Those 
ghaslly, drippiiij; morsels llicy car- 
ried to the little lire and hardly 
wailing till thocliunkaof meat turned 
brown, tore them with their toolli,"— 
and with a weary sight tlie offleer 
dived down into his cabin. 

The records show that the body of 
Snrj^eon i'avy was "Washed away." 
lie died on .Tunc 0. Tliree days be- 
fore Seaman Coop had died, on 
Juno 12, Sergeant Gardiner Avas 
missed and four days later Private 
Uciider is recorded as dead. All 
these bodies wore reported "washed 
awin by tho sea." The fact that tlie.-e 
men died within convenient market 
da) s of each other, and the reported 
tinding of a lieadless trunk other 
than thai of llciu y, explains ton dear- 
ly the awful meaning hidden in Hie 
mysterious explanation, "washed
